Almond Paste For Cake. 

To make ‘and add the almond 
paste is nd great difficulty. For 
a cake weighing about 244 Ib take 
12 oz, of ground almonds, 12 oz. 
icing sugar, 2 fresh eggs (the eggs 
must be new laid). Mix together 
with the eggs and adda little ¢s- 
sence of orange flower water, knead 
up well and roll out on a well-su- 
gared board. Cut the top of the 
cake (when cold} absolutely level. 
Brush over with beaten egg to 
make the paste stick. Shape the 
paste in a round a little smaller 
than the top of the cake, and roll 
on the cnke taking great care to 
see the edges are square otherwise 
th professional touch will be lack- 
ing the long run.

Then coming to the business of 
the white icing. The great secret 
of this lies in the beating together 
of the sugar, whites -of eggs, and 
lemon juice, for if they are not 
sufficiently well beaten the pleasing 
leffect ‘will be impossible to 
achieve, : Oe ¢ 
With regard to quantities, if the 
cake with the almond paste weighs 
about-4 Ib allow about 1% th of 
icing sugar to coat and decorate. 
A smaller cake will take about 12 
oz. of the sugar. 

Sieve tho icing sugar and roll 
out to remove any lumps, place in 
a large basin. Whisk up’ the 
whites of two. eggs slightly . and 
add gradually to the sugar, stir 
with a wooden spoon, and add a 
little lemon juice this takes away 
the excessive sweetness. Beat 
well for 20 ‘minutes or even 
longer. .‘To test whether the pro- 
eeas of beating haa been sufficient 
and it is’ the right, consistency: the 
mixture should stand alone when 
quickly’ dabbed up in the basin it 
also’ should be quite . white, 
Another way of testing Is to leave 
the ‘lejng a little .while,- and if 
there is any dampness it will need 
beating ‘a little longer.: ,

The book was published shortly 
before Christmas, 1843, Ita success 
was instantaneous. ‘Prodigious 
the greatest, I think, I have ever 
achieved,” ia how Dickens deserib- 
ed it, All manner of strangers 
wrote about it- appreciatively; but 
{t was Lord Jeffery who crystallis- 
ed general public opinion and feel- 
ing when he wrote to the author 
that “ you may be sure you have 
done more good by this‘ little 
publication, fostered more. ‘kindly 
feelings, and prompted more posi- 
tive acts of benoeficence, ‘than can 
be traved to all the pulpits and 
confessionals.in Christendom since’ 
1842.” Thot was praise indeed! 
‘And how proud and satisfied must 
Dickens have felt with his child!
